Creation of a Federal Highway 
Commission and the establishment of 
a national] system of highways, as 
provided for in the Townsend bill 
now before the Senate. were advo- 
cated today by &. 
Washington, D. C., 
Federa] Highway Council, tn an ad- 
dress at a iuncheun given by the 
Chamber of Commerce and ecummer- 
cial organizations at Hotel Statler. 

The Townsend bill proposes the 
appropriation of $425,000,000 for the 
construction and maintenance of 
Federal roads for interstate traffic. 
The commission would be composed 
of three members, appointed by the 
President, and would devote all of its 
time to the work. At present this 
work is under the Office of Public

“This country is entering an era 
of great highway transportation. 
Williams said. “National roads, 


which will be the backbone of a sys- 
tem, must be established. Such a gys- 
tem cannot be obtained without 4 
Federal commission with power to 
act.” 

“With Federal aid the states are 
building a net work of roads. But 
it is as impossible to get a. national 
system that way as it is to build a 
trunk line railroad from branch 
lines. The Federal Highway Council 
is not against Federal aid. What we 
want the Government to do is to 
build national roads and then the 
states would take advantage of Fed- 
eral aid to build lateral and branch 
roads.”

was anxiously awaiting in Berlin, 
in these words: “Stag and Ho-- 
munculus both dead.” 

It became the custom that I 
should go to Rominten (the Kai- 
ser’s favorite hunting grounds 
near Russian frontier) every year 
during the last days of September 
to make my report. The air of the 
forest and the comparative quiet 
suited the Kaiser well. He was 
calmer and more collected there 
than it was possible for him to be 
in the bustle of Berlin or on his 
numerous journeys. In Rominten 
I always found the Kaiser ready to 
hear me, and weigh my reasons for 
whatever I had to advocate. 
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who would come to him with some 
tale of distrust of the quality of 
our own materials always found 
him eager to lend a willing ear. 
He drew sketches of ships with 
some talent and more zeal, had 
them engraved and duplicated, 
and distributed them broadcast in 
German official circles, as is well 
known, even to those who were 
members of the Reichstag during 
his reign. The Reichstag, of 
course, received these sketches 
with mixed feelings. 

Scuttling the “Homunculus.” 

But without the Kaiser, Ger- 
many’s estrangement from the sea 
and the naval interests and tasks 
bound up with it would never have 
been overc.me. That is his his- 
toric merit. Also, his suggestions 
were of use in other ways. His 
drawbacks, in the eyes of foreign 
countries, were the great stress he 
laid upon our naval aims and suc- 
cesses; while at home, in domestic 
afairs, there was the ever-recur- 
ring clash between his personal 
impulses and the real tasks of the 
authorities of the army and navy. 
In addition to its excess of normal 
work during this time, our Admir- 
alty very often had to elaborate 
preliminary construction programs 
from the Kaiser’s own plans, 
which often suffered from inter- 
nal contradictions. 

For example, in the years im- 
mediately preceding the war, the 
Kaiser knew the concern which 
existed in naval quarters through- 
out the world over the difficulty 
of torpedo boats and destroyers 
approaching the enemy in battle 
by day. The improvements of gun- 
nery at sea and the invention of 
the great-ranged, modern naval 
rifles of high caliber, made it so. 
So the Kaiser immediately be- 
came enthusiastic about an ideal 
ship, which he designed himself— 
heavily armored, swift and rein- 
forced with many torpedo tubes, 
which would relieve the torpedo 
boats of their task. 

Apart from the fact that speed 
and heavy armor compete against 
each other in naval construction of 
big ships, his torpedo armament, 
which was to be put below the wa- 
ter line, would have taken up the 
greater part of the engine and 
boiler space. However, at the Ad- 
miralty we set to work to comply 
with the command we had re- 
ceived. Every ship in course of de- 
signing or construction had to have 
a designating name and, in view 
of the impossibility of coming to 
any useful results the Admiralty 
secretly gave this project the name 
of “Homunculus.” 

Then I bided my time until I 
had an opportunity of presenting 


myself from that! 
doubtedly believed that he would 
not be able to succeed without my 
organizing experience, but I was 
at times an awkward subordinate, 
and as such, I may truly say I 
have gone through all the stages 
of his favor and his disfavor. An 
acquaintance once said to me that 
in such situations as mine “the 
state of slight disfavor” was most 
desirable. 

Of course I had to give the Kai- 
ser his due. I always endeavored 
to satisfy those wishes of my mon- 
arch that were capable of fulfill- 
ment, even those that were mere- 
ly capricious—so long, that is to 
say, as I could be financially re- 
sponsible for them. I was less 
successful, however, in damning 
back the flood of spectacular cele- 
brations, speeches, and naval fes- 
tivities like the regatta week at 
Kiel, and the theatrical christening 
of warships, because the Kaiser al- 
ways said that they were useful 
pieces of propaganda for the Ger- 
man public. In my mind, how- 
ever, was a more important con- 
sideration. I was deeply peturbed 
on account of the effect they 
were bound to have in foreign 
countries. 

Ruler’s Whims Stirred His Navy. 

In all the essential points re- 
garding the creation of the Ger- 
man High Seas fleet, I had to 
stand firm. I have not always been 
able to say everything I thought 
during these constructive days, for 
various reasons which need not be 
revived here, but I only poured out 
pure wine for the Kaiser. He was 
at all times making suggestions 
for the naval construction pro- 
gram. Some of these were as fan- 
ciful as his moods when he made 
them. These, of course, were for- 
gotten as soon as he could forget 
them. 

But others were more serious, 
for William kept a sharp eye on 
naval progress all over the world, 


only concession the army could make 
to the men. Leave had to be stopped 
for a considerable period on account 
of the railway transport conditions 
in February and March, and at that 
time many army commanders ur- 
gently desired it to be resumed. 

While the commanders were doing 
their utmost to keep these secrets, 
the love of talking and boasting that 
is inborn in Germans betrayed to the 
world and to our enemies things of 
the greatest weight and significance. 

We were attacked early on July 
15. Our crossing of the Marne was 
& remarkable achievement, which 
succeeded, although the enemy were 
fully prepared for it. 

The Seventh Army, between the 
Marne and the Ardre (southwest of 
Rheims) also penetrated the most 
obstinately defended positions. The 
Italian divisions stationed there suf- 
fered particularly. | 


About five kilometers south of the 
Marne the attacking troops came 
upon an enemy force so strong that 
it could only be overcome by bring- 
ing a large number of batteries over 
the river, and so the attack at this 
point came to a standstill. On the 
16th, by hard fighting, we slowly 
gained ground up the Marne and to- 
wards the Ardre. 


By noon of the 16th the G. H. Q. 
had given orders for the suspension 
of the offensive of the First and 
Third Armies, and for their organ- 
ization for defense by withdrawing 
certain divisions for this purpose. A 
continuation of the offensive would 
have cost us too much. We had to 
content ourselves with the itmprove- 
ment in our position, brought about 
by regaining possession of the 
heights we had lost in the spring of 
1917, and we had evén secured a 
deep forward zone.

This was 
manifest even at the time of the 
sickness of his ill-fated father, as 
I could plainly see when we were 
crossing to England in June, 1887, 
to attend the jubilee festivities of 
Queen . Victoria, the Kaiser’s 
grandmother. (The Kaiser's 
mother was the Princess Royal, 
daughter of Queen Victoria.) 

Even in those days, when we 
were very close to England, both 
materially and socially, William’s 
thoughts embraced all of the vital 
conditions of Germany’s existence 
connected with sea power. But, 
while the manner in which the 
German empire did business—to 
use a homely expression—had 
been characterized. (under our un- 
forgettable old Emperor, William 
I) by clearness and resolution, 
that of his grandson was dis- 
tinguished more by impulse. There 
were many reasons for this, of 
which the world, now torn by the 
wastage of war, may have forgot- 
ten or never has known.

DDIE COLLINS, the greatest 

“money player” in baseball, 

with previous experience§ in 
several world’s series, will be one 
of the main cogs for the White 
Sox in the coming clashes with 
the Cincinnati Reds. Collins, who 
this season has been playing bet- 
ter ball than at any time during 
his career, had stood out promi- 
nently in the big clashes in which 
he has participated. 

However, when playing for ex- 
tra money, Collins seems to exert 
his greatest efforts. This in the 
national pastime has gained him 
the title of “baseball's greatest 
money player.” In orly oné set of 
games—with the Braves in 1914— 
did he fail in hitting. In the four 
clashes in which the Braves star- 
tled the baseball worid by taking 
four straight, Collins hit only .214. 
In all his others he has done .286 
or better. 

Collins is the outstanding world’s 
series veteran of the two teams. 
Collins has participated in five 
world’s title clashes, to date, only 
one less than the renowned Jack 
Barry.

Leave It to Addie Joss. 


F WE view this subject in the 

light of opinions expressed by 
the late Addie Joss, the Redland- 
ers are already “IN.” Addie was 
one of Cleveland’s great pitchers, 
lang syne.

| Pitching a Passive Virtue. 


S RETWEEN pitching and 

hitting as a supreme factor in 
baseball, there is one noteworthy 
point, namely: That pitching is 
purely a DEFENSIVE merit and, 
even if perfectly executed, can 
guarantee nothing better than a 
drawn verdict. 

On the other hand, the supreme 
PUNCH conceivably can, at times, 
batter out a victory, even with in- 
different pitching support. In 
fact, these self-same Sox have done 
it many times this season. 

Not only this, but in 1917 it hap- 
pened during a world’s series in 
TWO games, when the big sticks 
of the Sox battered down Schupp,
